•s Close is a long and narrow court with a chapel and library 
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o at its north end, and twentv-one houses for vicars-choral on 
I each side. Each house is two-roomed. The foundation of 
vicars-choral bears date somewhere in the thirteenth 
I century. The oldest portion of the Close Chapel was 
built 1348. 
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
